When the book was at last issued, in 1631, 
Alexander was granted the Copyright for the space of thirty- 
one years, and, besides the printed licence, a royal letter 
dated June 14, 1631, ordered the bishops to introduce the 
new version into all schools.

After 
leaving Botany Bay, nothing more was ever heard of La 
Perouse, his ships, or any of his company.
